Last  night,  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting,  former  VNC  president  Mike  Newhouse  made  a 
motion  to  refer  the  VS  A  Resolution  to  reinstate  the  city’s  "No  lying,  sitting  or  sleeping  on  a 
sidewalk"  ordinance  to  the  VNC's  Homeless  Committee. 

The  vote  to  send  it  to  committee  was  9  to  4  in  favor,  this  instead  of  hearing  the  matter  last  night. 

When  questioned  about  this  move  by  Daryl  DuFay,  Mr.  Kosiow  said  that  it  had  to  go  to 
committee  because  I  had  introduced  a  slight  word  change  to  the  Resolution  upon  the  advice  of 
legal  counsel.  Apparently  the  process  for  the  City  Attorney  to  abandon  the  Jones  Settlement  is 
simpler  fhan  I  had  thought  so  I  wanted  the  Resolution  to  reflect  this. 

Mr.  Kosiow  made  the  observation  that  possibly  that  word  change  would  have  led  many  of  the 
signers  of  the  Resolution  to  withhold  their  signature.  Huh?  It  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Kosiow,  as 
he  has  done  several  times  before,  was  just  reaching  for  any  reason  to  justify  delaying  Board 
consideration  of  the  Resolution.

3.  Keep  track  and  share  that  contact  information  with  others  as  appropriate.
